SPEECH OF SENATOR WADE,

Mr. Green, of Missouri, reviewed at length | 
the arguments made against the majority re¬ 
port of the Committee on Territories, and de¬ 
fended the admission of Kansas under the Le¬ 
compton Constitution. He did not doubt that 
Messrs. Douglas, Stuart, Broderick, and Crit¬ 
tenden, were uninfluenced by the consideration 
of Slavery in their present opposition to the 
admission of Kansas ; but they were aiding to 
build up the Republican party, which took for 
its motto, “ no more slave States." The decis¬ 
ion of this question would decide whether the 
South would hereafter be permitted to expand, 
and also whether the Democratic party should 
survive in its strength, Or sink into dissolution 
and decay. 

Mr. Green closed his speech with an elabo¬ 
rate argument in favor of the proposition that 
the people may legally change their Constitu¬ 
tion at will, without respect to the limitations 
prescribed in its body. 

Mr. Crittenden briefly recited his Beveral rea¬ 
sons for believing in the existence of great 
frauds in Kansas. So thinking, he could not 
be false to his convictions. He was insensible 
to all appeals made in the name of party, and 
was not in the pending case acting with Re¬ 
publicans nor acting against Democrats, but 
seeking simply and honestly to discharge his 
duty as a Senator of the United States from 
brave old Kentucky, who had always taught 
him to speak out what he thought true and- 
right. In the doubt resting over the question, 
he thought it beat to remand the whole subject 
to the people of Kansas, to the end that Con¬ 
gress might be assured of the public will in re¬ 
gard to the acceptability of the Lecompton 
Constitution. 

Mr. Green withdrew the amendment of which 
he had formerly given notice, in regard to ad¬ 
mitting Minnesota and Kansas together. Mr. 
G. then moved to strike out the preamble, and 
insert the following: 

“ Whereas the people of the Territory of 
Kansas did, by a Convention of delegates called 
and assembled at Lecompton on the 4th day of 
December, 1857, for that purpose, form to’ 
themselves a Constitution and State Govern¬ 
ment, which said Constitution is republican, 
and the said Convention having asked the ad¬ 
mission of said Territory into the Union as a 
State on an equal footing with the original 
States.” 

The motion was agreed to. 

Mr. Green then moved to amend the bill by 
adding after section two, line nine, the follow- 


so hot that not a decent Southern man could 
stay in it. There would be a stampede of that 
class of citizens. He regarded this as a victory 
entirely without fruit, and as such he cared lit¬ 
tle or nothing about it ; he should vote for the 
bill as a matter of principle, but thought the 
South would gain nothing by it.

“ And that nothing in this act shall be con¬ 
strued to abridge or infringe any right of the 
people asserted in the Constitution of Kansas 
at all times to alter, reform, or abolish, their 
form of Government, in such manner as they 
may think proper —Congress hereby disclaim¬ 
ing any authority to intervene or declare the 
construction of the Constitution of any State, 
except to see that it be republican in form, and 
not in conflict with the Constitution of the Uni¬ 
ted States.” 

The motion was agreed to—yeas 31, nays

There was a marked demonstration of ap¬ 
plause in the galleries at the result of the 
vote, which was promptly checked by the 
Chair. 

HOUSE. 

The House went in the Committee of the 
Whole, (Mr. Bocock, of Virginia, in the chair,) 
and resumed, nominally, the consideration of 
the deficiency bill. 

Mr. Kellogg, of Illinois, concluded his speech 
in opposition to the Lecompton Constitution. 
All enabling acts were, in his opinion, incon¬ 
sistent with the Constitution and theory of our 
Government and opposed to the will of the peo¬ 
ple. He recounted the various frauds perpe¬ 
trated against the Free State men of Kansas, 
and maintained that the men of the North and 
South would stand upon perfect equality in the 
Territories, though Slavery should be excluded. 
He wanted the Territories set apart for the 
laboring millions of the whole country, North, 
South, East, and West, who were in need of 
homes and new fields to till. He deprecated 
the cry of dissolution of the Union, but had no 
fear that it would ever be dissolved. 

Mr. Singleton, of Mississippi, favored the ad¬ 
mission of Kansas, as a carrying out of the doc¬ 
trine of non-intervention, and defended the in¬ 
stitution of Slavery. The anti Lecompton 
Democrats were only creating a division in 
favor of the main body of the Abolition army, 
which was engaged in sapping and mining the 
institutions of the South. Slavery agitation 
had diflfcnrhftri tV>« trn.nnnilliF'o iAnd thrfkofrmoA 


self, in which that Senator had intimated that 
recent events had indicated that England was 
changing her policy in that respect. That little 
debate had reached the British Cabinet, and 
he read an extract from an English paper to 
show that such change had not taken place on 
the part of the British Government. 

After a brief reply from Mr. Mason, and a 
remark from Mr. King, the resolutions were 
laid on the table and ordered to be printed. 

Mr. Gwin moved that the Senate proceed to 
the consideration of the Pacific railroad bill ; 
which was agreed to. 

Mr. Doolittle suggested that the bill for the 
admission of the State of Minnesota into the 
Union ought to be considered first; and he 
moved to postpone the further consideration ®f 
the Pacific railroad bill for that purpose. 

Mr. Gwin said that he should vote for the 
Minnesota bill, but he did not want it to take 
precedence over the Pacific railroad bill. 

Mr. Doolittle asked for the yeas and nays on 
his motion, so as to find out who was for and 
who was against the admission of Minnesota, 

Mr. Bigler was unwilling that Bueh an issue 
should be made as that proposed by the Sena¬ 
tor from Wisconsin. 

Mr. Broderick said he thought it would be an 
advantage to admit Minnesota before we took 
up the Pacific railroad bill; but he should fol¬ 
low the lead of his colleague in asking prece¬ 
dence for the railroad bill. 

Mr. Wade, as a member of the Committee on 
Territories, felt bound to urge the prior con¬ 
sideration nf the Minneontn hill r.w. 1- o

Mr. G. also moved to strike out the word 
“off" in the eleventh line of the second sec¬ 
tion, and to insert in lieu thereof the words 
“ annexed to,” so that it will read, " nothing 
in this act shall be construed as an assent by 1 
Congress to all or to any of the propositions or 
claims contained in the ordinance annexed 
to the said Constitution." 1 ' The motion was 
agreed to. 

Mr. Pugh withdrew the amendment of which 
he had previously given notice, and moved to 
add the following to the bill as a new section: 

“ Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That 
from and after the admission of the State of 
Kansas, as hereinbefore provided, all the laws 
of the United States which are not locally in¬ 
applicable shall have the same force and effect 
within that State as in other States of the 
Union; and the said State is hereby constituted 
a judicial district of the United States, within 
which a district court, with the like powers and 
jurisdiction as the district court of the United 
States for the district of Iowa, Bball be estab¬ 
lished; the judge, attorney, and marshal, of the 
United States for the said district of Kansas 
shall reside within the same, and shall be en¬ 
titled to the same compensation as the judge, 
attorney, and marshal, of the district of Iowa,” 

The motion was agreed to—yeas 37, nays 


had disturbed the tranquillity and threatened 
the stability of the Union For the last twenty- 
five years. The South had accepted compro¬ 
mise after compromise, and had fully redeemed 
all her pledges; but the fanaticism of the 
North rode over and broke down all compro¬ 
mises and pledges. 

Mr. Howard, of Michigan, contended that 
Kansas was not properly before Congress ask¬ 
ing for admission into the Union, and that the 
Lecompton Constitution did not embody the 
fairly-expressed, unbiased will of the people. 
It was not, therefore, a republican Constitu¬ 
tion in the true sense of the term, and they had 
no power or right to admit Kansas under it. 

Mr. Burnett, of Kentucky, said the people 
of the, South had never acquiesced in the Mis¬ 
souri compromise as a constitutional principle; 
but they had cheerfully acquiesced in the Kau- 
sas-Nebraska bill, which they hailed as the 
establishment of a new and juBt principle. The 


Mr. Gwin said that he had not a particle of 
objection to the Minnesota bill; he was now 
in favor of it, and always had been in favor of 
it. If that bill could pass without objection, he 
would throw no obstacle in the way. 

Mr. Mason expressed the opinion, that if the 
Senator from California supposed the Minneso¬ 
ta bill could pass without auy delay, he would 
find himself mistaken. He did not know that 
there would be any opposition to the admission 
of Minnesota, provided it should appear that 
she was in a condition to be admitted, so far 
as the requisites of gtate Government were 
concerned. He should make no opposition on 
the ground that she had prohibited Slavery 
within her limits ; bat in view of the contest 
that the Senate had just gone through on the 
question of the admission of Kansas, involving 
the principle whether any more slave States 5 
should be admitted into the Union, he should 
feel at liberty, and indeed should feel called 
upon, to look into the question of the admission 
of Minnesota as a question of policy; and he 
should object to taking up that subject until 
we see what course shall be taken upon the 
Kansas bill in the other branch of Congress, 
and see what the reBult is. 

Mr. Seward thought the friends of the Min¬ 
nesota bill and the friends of the Pacific rail- 


form their own Constitution; and it was not de¬ 
nied that at an election called by the legal Ter¬ 
ritorial Legislature the people of KansaB had, 
by a large majority, repudiated the Lecompton 
Constitution. To force that instrument upon 
them, then, would be to rob them of the right 
of self-government. The Lecompton Constitu¬ 
tion recognised the right of property in slaves 
as being higher than any constitutional sanc¬ 
tion—a doctrine condemned alike by the people 
of Kansas and of his own State. That this 
Constitution should be forced upon the people 
of Kansas bv the votes of men styling them- 
i selves New York Democrats, would be a singu¬ 
lar and pitiful spectacle. He trusted there 
would be no doughfaces found in New York 
for such a purpose. 

Mr. Clark, of New York, said the following 
questions presented themselves to his mind: 
First,, had her proceedings been perfectly reg¬ 
ular? second, had she the requisite population, 
and had that population the stability and order 
to justify her admission? third, was her appli¬ 
cation the will of the people speaking in a voice 
which could not be misunderstood? and, fourth, 
had the Constitution been made by that people, 
and were the State officers now in existence 
elected by that people, and entitled to discharge 
their executive duties? He maintained the af¬ 
firmative of the first two, and the negative of 
the remaining questions. He was unwilling to 
establish a precedent by the admission of that 
Constitution. It was said that the people were 
applying for admission whilst they protested 
against admission under that Constitution. To 
which of these Voices would they hearken. 
He distrusted her possession of the requisite 
population; he was not satisfied that her pro¬ 
ceedings were sufficiently regular, nor did he 
think that the application was that of the peo¬ 
ple of Kansas. Notwithstanding that, he should 
vote for her admission, provided the people of 
Kansas Bhould have secured to them the right 
to form, without wrong or violence, the institu¬ 
tions under which they desired to live. 

Mr. Kilgore, of Indiana, defended the Repub¬ 
lican party against tbe charge of Abolitionism. 
He was not an Abolitionist, but a Free State 
man, preferring the prosperity and progress of 
the free States to the opposite condition of 
things in the slave States. He denounced the 
Kansas policy of the Administration and the 
whole Lecompton affair in the moat unqualified 
terms. He was in favor of giving the Terrri- 
tories to the poor men of the North and the 
South, and not to overgrown corporations like 
the slave interest. 

Mr. Stewart, of Maryland, defended the Le- 
oompton Constitution against the charges of 
fraud, aEd contended that it was legally and reg¬ 
ularly before Congress. It was not necessary 
that a State should have any Constitution at all, 
when admitted. Southern men ought to be 
permitted to carry their servants, not only into 
the Territories, but into the free States. He 
defended the Supreme Court and the Dred Scott 
decision, and denounced the propagandism of 
the North, which would overturn laws, consti¬ 
tutions, and judicial decisions, for the sake of 
establishing agrarianism.

they came to form State Constitutions, and he 
had hoped that all parties would acquiesce in 
this just decision; but the Republicans had 
not only derided and hooted at it, but had even 
assailed the parity of toe motives of the mem¬ 
bers of toe court. The Senator from New 
York [Mr. Seward] had accused the court of 
entering into a corrupt and dishonorable collu¬ 
sion. He regretted to find that a Senator from 
his own State [Mr. Crittenden] had joined the 
Republicans in this assault, and would say to 
him that he awaited the rebuke of his constit¬ 
uents. 

Mr. Blair, of Missouri, said the system of 
Slavery, which had controlled all branches of 
this Government for years, was one which the 
public safety required should be brought iuto 
subjection. There was a grand conspiracy to 
extend toe institution of Slavery, in support of 
which all the powers of the Government had 
been brought to bear. This was disclosed by 
the language of toe President, who stated that 
Kansas was already a State, and a slave State 
as much as Georgia and South Carolina. If 
the Constitution of the United States had made 
Kansas a slave State would it not also carry 
Slavery into every State in the Union ? If the 
people of Kansas oonld not constitutionally ex¬ 
clude slaveholders with their property, neither 
could the people of any State. This was toe 
ground recently taken by the Union, the Ad¬ 
ministration organ in this city. 

Mr. J. G. Jones, of Pennsylvania, said he 
knew of no paper in this city which was recog¬ 
nised as the organ of the Administration. 

Mr. Blair said the gentleman was then igno¬ 
rant of what was known to everybody else. 
He thought the election of the editor of the 
Union, by a strict party vote, to be printer of 
the Senate, showed that his paper was recog¬ 
nised. He went on to argue that the Demo¬ 
cratic party was aiming ultimately to establish 
the doctrine that the Constitution carries Sla¬ 
very everywhere in the Union. The Lecomp¬ 
ton affair was only a step in that direction. 
That the Lecompton Convention could not 
have held its sessions in Kansas but for the 
protection of the army, proved tout it could 
not represent the people's will. The scheme 
was to drive free men out of Kansas, to make 
room for slaves. He was in favor of giving to 
the people the lands which belonged to them ; 
in that sense he was an agrarian. He quoted 
from speeches of Southern statesmen, to show 
the degraded condition of the poor whites in 
those parts,of the South where the land is ab¬ 
sorbed in large estates and cultivated by slaves. 
Was it Democratic doctrine to prefer slaves to 
citizens of toe Republic ? The Southern oli¬ 
garchy claimed a constitutional right to carry 
their property in the labor of their slaves into 
the Territories; he claimed that toe white la¬ 
boring man had a constitutional right of prop¬ 
erty in his own labor, and that if he was exclu¬ 
ded from a Territory by Slavery, his property 
was depreciated. Slave owners had no more 
right to educate their slaves to be mechanics 
than to be lawyers and physicians. The Sla¬ 
very question was not one of North and South, 
but hetween the privileged classes and the 
great masses of the people. The free white 
men of the South were more interested in ex¬ 
cluding Slavery from toe Territories than any¬ 
body else, for that was their only hope to es¬ 
cape from degradation. He believed this con- 


but he submitted the opinion that the,interests 
of the latter measure would be advanced by 
admitting Minnesota first. If it was to be a 
question of policy, as indicated by the Senator 
from Virginia, that question might as well be 
considered now as at any time. 

Mr. Crittenden said the Senate ought to see 
that its body was perfectly constituted before 
proceeding to any act of legislation. 

Mr. Bright hoped that those who had voted 
to admit Kansas, would vote, for a like reason, 
to admit Minnesota. 

Mr. Johnson, of Tennessee, said that the un¬ 
derstanding had been, up to the time of taking 
the vote yesterday, that Kansas and Minnesota, 
were to be admitted into the Union together; 
and now that the Kansas bill had passed, he 
thought it was due to good faith that the Min¬ 
nesota bill should be acted upon without delay.

Mr. Iverson expressed his dissent from the 
second amendment offered by the Senator from 
Missouri, [Mr. Green;] and, although he was 
in his seat when the vote was taken on that 
question, he had declined to vote, not wishing 
to be found in the company of the Republicans. 
He could not by his vote recognise the right of 
the people of Kansas to change their Constitu¬ 
tion in any other form than that prescribed by 
that instrument itself. He should vote for the 
passage of the bill, however, notwithstanding 
the adoption of that amendment; but he would 
say that his interest in the bill had diminished 
very much since toe publication of the procla¬ 
mation by Mr. Calhoun that he would issue 
certificates in such a manner as to throw the 
Government of Kansas into the hands of the 
Abolitionists. He believed that to be an act 
of nsnrpation ; and he regretted to have heard 
it said that this step had been taken by toe ad¬ 
vice of Southern members. The effect would 
be to place tbe Government of Kansas in tbe 
bands of toe Abolitionists; and in less than six 
months the atmosphere of that State would be 


slaveholding States, and gloried in the hope 
that his own State would lead toe column. 

Mr. Wortendyke, of New Jersey, thought 
the country was heartily disgusted with Slavery 
agitation, and would be glad to have the Kan- !

Mr. Potter, of Wisconsin, reviewed the course 
of events in Kansas, and denounced toe Le¬ 
compton Constitution as the Juggernaut of 
Slavery, invented by devils to crush out toe 
manhood of freemen. 

Mr. Clark, of Missouri, obtained the floor, 
when the Committee rose.

SENATE. 

Resolutions of New York Legislature. —Mr. 
Seward presented resolutions of the Legisla¬ 
ture of New York, in opposition to the admis¬ 
sion of Kansas into the Union under any Con¬ 
stitution which shall not have been in all its 
parts fairly submitted to the legal voters of the 
Territory, and received their sanction and ap¬ 
proval. 

Mr. Seward made some remarks in presenting 
the resolutions. It had been said that opposi¬ 
tion to Slavery in this oountry was of recent 
origin, and that -the attempt to substitute free 
for slave labor would lead to turbulence and 
disorder. In refutation of that assumpiion, he 
pointed to his own State, in which, when it 
came into the Union, every sixteenth man was 
a slave, and that Slavery had been entirely 
abolished without leading to other than the

Admission of Minnesota .—The Senate ac¬ 
cordingly proceeded to the consideration of the 
bill for the admission of the State of Minne¬ 
sota into toe Union; which was read. 

Mr. Douglas moved to strike out toe second 
section of the bill, in the following words : 

Seo. 2. And be it further enacted, That said 
State shall be entitled to one Rapresentative, 
and such additional Representatives, in Con¬ 
gress, as the population of said State, accord¬ 
ing to the census authorized by the act ap¬ 
proved February 26, 1857, shall show it to be 
entitled to, according to the present ratio of rep¬ 
resentation, and no more. 

Mr. Biggs moved to amend toe section pro¬ 
posed to be stricken out by giving the State 
two Representatives instead of one; which mo¬ 
tion took precedence of the motion to strike out. 

Tbe question being taken, the motion of 
Mr. Biggs not agreed to—yeas 12, nays 33—as 
follows

HOUSE. 

The House went into Committee of the 
Whole on toe state of the Union, (Mr. Bocock 
of Virginia in the chair,) and nominally re¬ 
sumed the consideration of toe deficiency bill. 

Debate on Kansas. —Mr. Clark, of Missouri, 
addressed the Committee, replying to the argu¬ 
ments of his colleague, [Mr. Blair.] He was 
surprised that a gentleman, Southern born and 
Southern bred, should give the weight of his 
influence and vote in aid of those who were 
warring upon Southern institutions. He de¬ 
nied that emancipation was possible in Mis¬ 
souri. The State must first obtain the consent 
of the owners, and pay for their slaves. There 
were over 100,000 slaves now in Missouri, worth 
$500 apiece. Emancipation must therefore 
bring toe State into debt to the extent of fifty or 
sixty millions of dollars, or it must be brought 
about by overturning the Constitution of the 
State, and striking down the rights of property. 
Charges against the slave oligarchy came with 
an ill grace from one who owned slaves him¬ 
self. He could not remain silent while that 
gentleman was advocating a policy which would

SENATE. 

Resolutions of the State of. Maine —Mr. Fes¬ 
senden presented the resolutions passed by the 
Legislature of Maine, which he asked might be 
read, and they were read. 

Mr. Mason thought that the rules of the Sen¬ 
ate required that all documents presented should 
be in respectful language. He found no fault 
with the Senator from Maine, as his duty perhaps 
required him to present them; but the resolu¬ 
tions were not couched in such language as the 
Senate ought to receive. They charged indi¬ 
rectly, if not directly, perfidy in Congress, false¬ 
hood in the President, and infamy in the Jn 
dieiary. He was aware that it was the duty of 
the Senate to receive communications from 
sovereign States of this Confederacy, though at 
the same time taking it for granted that in these 
communications they would respect themselves 
sufficiently to use appropriate language. 

Mr. Fessenden felt no desire to escape the re¬ 
sponsibility of presenting those resolutions 
under the plea of duty, but would go further, 
and say that he not only approved of them, bat 
endorsed every sentiment they contained. In 
speaking of “ perfidy,” they did not allude to 
the present Coigress, but to that which had re¬ 
pealed the Missouri Compromise, and he had 
yet to learn what rules of toe Senate could pre¬ 
vent them from being received, because they 
might reflect upon a past Congress. He (Mr. 
F.) had made a like charge on the floor of the 
Senate, and would repeat it on all proper occa¬ 
sions ; he had always considered the repeal of 
the Missouri Compromise as a breach of plight¬ 
ed faith,and had so stigmatized it. 

The charge against the J ndiciary referred to 
that of Kansas, and not to the Supreme Court 
of toe United States. He repeated that toe Jn 
dieiary of Kansas was corrupt, and disgraced 
the ermine which it wore. As to the other 
charge of falsity upon the part of toe President, 
he had yet to learn what rules of the body pre¬ 
cluded the reception of resolutions from a sover¬ 
eign State, because its language might not be 
considered very courteous to that functionary. 
Mr. F. had made the same charge in his speech 
against the message of the President, which 
contained commentaries that were known not 
to he true when they were made; and if dnty 
called on him to speak against officers of toe 
Government, they would not be spared by him, 
however high they might stand, as in his opin¬ 
ion the higher they stood the greater the breach 
of propriety.

In spite of the recreancy of 
the gentleman and his friends, Slavery had 
prospered and increased in Missouri, as was 
shown by the census. He denied that slaves 
in Missouri were prevented from learning me¬ 
chanical -trades; on the contrary, there were 
shops in St. Louis where negro mechanics 
worked side by side with the whites. To free 
toe negroes would be to elevate them, and de¬ 
grade the whites;

That is a very sound doctrine, in my judg¬ 
ment ; it is an appeal to that higher law which 
has been so much traduced. The poet has a 
divine right to the inspiration of His genius and 
the products of his mind ; tbe inventor of a 
machine has a God-given right to the use of his 
discovery. Does not the honorable Senator 
see, that if these rights are from God, above 
human law, no Constitution and no law can 
take them away ? And how much more has a 
man a right to his own body and to his own 
soul, than he can be said to have to his own 
productions? How could the gentleman fail to 
see that, if the poet and the inventor had this 
divine right, the slaveholder could not claim 
the right of ownership over anothi 

Would not that man have the same G._ _ 

right that he claims for the poet and the dis¬ 
coverer? Most assuredly he would. This ad¬ 
mission stultified his whole case. He admits, 
then, that Slavery would be impossible. It is 
not a matter of right. No, sir ; he might as 
well admit at the outset that Slavery is not a 
matter of right. It is a matter of positive law.

It is not a matter of right; aud the moment 
the pjave gets beyond the power to enforce the 
mandate, he is as free as his master.

nation. You three hundred and fifty thousand 
slaveholders have ruled your six million whites, 
(I go according to the census of 1850,) you 
have not only ruled your six million, but you 
have also ruled the fourteen million free people 
of the North. 

How have you done it? You have done it 
because you had a general bond of interest 
uniting you, tying you together as if animated 
by one soul. What was the interest to me, was 
the interest of another. Yon are forced all ou 
the same platform, all acting to one end. You 
found the Democracy of the North divided in 
various pursuits, laboring in their various avo¬ 
cations, with very little time to study this prob¬ 
lem of polities; and you have always been able 
to seduce enough of us over to you, to enable 
you to carry your Government along. I know 
that gentlemen smile at this; but I am com¬ 
pelled by truth to state facts here that I wish I 
could hide from the world. It is a rottenness 
at the North that you do not have. It is dis¬ 
reputable to us, but I am compelled to admit it. 
A DAGUERREOTYPE FOR THE BENEFIT OF FU¬ 
TURE AGES. 

Your allies, the doughlaoes of the North, in 
my judgment, are the most despicable of men. 
The modern doughface is not a character pe¬ 
culiar to the age in which we live, but you find 
traces of him at every period of the world’s 
history. He is void of pride; he is void of self- 
respect ; he is actuated by a mean, grovelling 
selfishness, that would sell his Maker for a 
price. Why, sir, when old Moses, under the 
immediate inspiration of God Almighty, en¬ 
ticed a whole nation of slaves, and ran away, 
not to Canada, but to old Canaan, I suppose 
that Pharaoh and all the chivalry of old Egypt 
denounced him as a most furious Abolitionist. 
[Laughter.] I do not know but that they blas¬ 
phemed their God, who had assisted the fugi¬ 
tives from labor to escape. I have no doubt at 
all, that when some Southern gentlemen of the 
Gospel come up to preach to the North, they 
will say that the Almighty acted a very fanati¬ 
cal part in this business. I am afraid they 
will say so; for He was aiding and abeiiiug in 
the escape. But amidst the glories of that 
great deliverance, even feeding upon miracles 
of the Almighty as they went along, there were 
not wanting those who.loved Egypt better than 
they loved liberty; whose souls longed for the 
flesh-pots of Egypt; and who could > turn from 
the visible glories of the Almighty God to wor¬ 
ship an Egyptian calf. These were the dough¬ 
faces of that day. They were national men. 
[Laughter.] They were not exactly Northern 
men with Southern principles; but they were 
Israelites with Egyptian principles. [Laughter] 

Again: when the Saviour of the world went 
forth on his great mission to proclaim glad 
tidings of joy to all the people of the earth, to 
break every yoke, and to preach deliverance to 
the captive, He met with the same class of men 
in the persons of Judas Iscariot and the chief 
priests. In the days of our own Revolution, 
when Washington and his noble associates were 
carrying on that struggle to establish justice, 
and to secure the blessings of liberty to them¬ 
selves and their posterity, they met with the 
same class of men in the admirers of George 
III and Lord North, 

They are all of the same class—false to the 
education of their fathers—false to the great 
principles which have been instilled into them 
by their mothers from their birth—willing to do 
anything that will minister to the cupidity of 
their masters, let the consequences be what 
they may. It is this class of men, aided by a 
close aristocracy at the South, that has enabled 
the minority to rule with iron hand the majori¬ 
ty, since the organization of thiB Government. 

I have endeavored to daguerreotype these men 
for the benefit of future ages ; for I believe 
that, like the Indian tribes, they are disappear¬ 
ing. You have put them to very hard service, 
sir. They die faster than the Northern negroes 
in your rice-swamps—politically, I mean. You 
put them to service that they cannot stand. 
When you ask them to vote for a fugitive bill, 
they may do it once, but political death 
stares them in the face. When you ask them 
to go with you for the repeal of the Missouri 
restriction, you find the same state of things. 
And now, worst of all, when you ask them to 
fasten-upon their fellow men, in a Territory of 
the United States, a Constitution whioh that 
people abhor, I tell you every Northern repre¬ 
sentative who participates in this act is not 
only politically dead, but he may thank his 
God if he escapes with that. 

A LAWYER ADMITS AWAY IIIS OWN CASE. 

I find, sir, that I am detaining the Senate 
longer than I wished ; and yet, if I am to go 
over the argument of the subject immediately 
under consideration, I shall have to detain 
them some time longer. [“ Go on I ”J I shall 
be as brief as possible on this part of the case. 
I desire first to notice some things in the argu¬ 
ment of the able and eloquent gentleman from 
Louisiana, [Mr. Benjamin,] who addressed us 
on the day before yesterday. He endeavored 
to show that there was a distinction between 
the right of a slaveholder to his slave and the 
remedy he might bave ; and hence he claimed I 
that, when a slave went into a free country, the 
master did not lose his right over him, but lost I 
the remedy. He said that in a free country, 
where I here was no law for the protection of the 
rights of the master, he did not lose his right to 
the slave, but lost his remedy—lost his power to 
control the slave. He likened it to the case of a 
man who had a patent right, or a poet who had 
a property in the productions of his own inspi¬ 
ration. I will read the Senator’s language, to 
show how the most gifted man, when he is not 
on his guard, may admit away his jwn pgse. 
He said:
